when in military ocoup«tlon Olt Bel- 
gium; these and similar aeU of 
pimer cannot fail to create ex- 
asperation, recklessness, despair and 
general disorder. On the other side 
retaliation, lawlessness and crime, 
such as any. rann guided i)y Go<l'.s 
law must regret and reprobate. 
.\nd 1 am certain that lliey are re- 
gretted ami reprol)ateil liy the greet 
body 111 our tiatholic pcMiple. what- 
i>ver may be, otheiwise. ttieir po- 
litical \ iews. It would lie an in- 
justice to I. IN a whole people, wlio 
have been lialiitnally peaceful, law- 
Hbidinf; and sii ictiy observant of the 
i>i\ iii>' prwepts, with the acts of a 
K w irresponsible, desperate bot- 
heaiis, probably the emissaries or 
dupes of secret aooietiee. 

"No douM all our people suffer 
acutdy.from the confusion, disor- 
der and restraint of liberty which 
pervades the country; but these 
trials should be borne in a Christian 
ttplrlt, with patience and resignation 
•o tlie Divine will. Our forefather.s 
have l)een subjected to e\en sharper 
trials in tlie past, but by k-H>iping 
within the i)ounds of (Jod's laws, 
rheiishinu Iheii' holy laith and sup- 
ported by Hie aid.s ol' their lioly 
religion, tjiey have outlived them. 
We should never forget that, how- 
ever oppresftive and intolerable our 
grievances may appear, they could 
not Justify crimes which are in con- 
iHct with God's law. He has safe- 
gwunded tlM> MsatUy of humui life 
by his Fifth €ominM4iBffit cad the 
rights of property by his Seventtb. 
However we may suffer for the 
present we may console our»elve.s 
by the conviction that this state of 
things c«n not last. , It can not 
stand the li^'ht of modern public 
opinion. Force can not be a sub 
stitute for good yoviMinnent. It has 
failed, more than once, even in tlie 
niem'mory of the pi-esent generartlon, 
iflvoivi'nK in its failure the political 
doom of Its advooataa. it the pre- 
diction of Oea. Smuts is not to be 
verified, England ^11 sooner or 
later And it to her interest to com 
mit the destinies of this country tc 
some enlightened statesman, whc 
will j-ely more on Jusrtlce and good 
government than on mere political 
strategy and oxigencJes of ^ party 
He wiH devise lemedies which will 
strike at the root of the disease, not 
quack medicines by whicli it would 
be exaggerated and intensified. 

• I believe the last thing tie would 
think of la a partition which 
would perpetuate the Jealousies 
rivalries, dissenslOM and un)«i* dis- 
crimination which for eeoturiea 
have been the 1>ane of Ir^and. It

For after the nnfoiliinaie Faust had 
livwi through a tumultuous riot of 
sensual indulgen<e in the firsi pail 
of the poem, without finding the 
peace for which he craved. Goethe 
illowK that temptation-toased soul 
to find rest In the hereafter. We 
may perhaps quarrel with the Ger- 
man poet for passing his hero 
through the gates eternal leading 
to soul-satisfying peace, without 
previous contrition and reiM-ntence 
for gross sin and ilepravily. Hut 
this much is certain- the trans<:end- 
ent world-view of the devout Chris- 
tian must have impressed him pow- 
erfully. Otherwise he could not 
have uken thence the element* for 
the final scenes of that poem, which 
Is said to contain his principal mes- 
sage to the century.
